NEW YORK (AP) - The Na- 


tional Geographic series, in its 
windup program of the season 
Tuesday night, was dedicated 
to conservation activities in the 
Arctic. 


The CBS hour concentrated 


on Al Oeming, a naturalist with 
a 1,500-acre game preserve in 
Alberta, where he breeds rare 
and 
threatened species 
in- 


cluding caribou, musk ox and 
the arctic hare. Much of the 
film was shot on an arctic ex- 
pedition last summer when he 
was collecting animals to im- 
prove his breeding stock or to 
try to start new families. 


They used helicopters and 


airplanes in the hunt. Musk ox 
were herded by low flying plan- 
es into water so the young 
could be separated from the 
herd. An attempt to catch a 
male and female caribou in a 
net ended in failure when two 
young females were caught. 
The program showed a white 
whale chase and the capture of 
a narwhal—a whale with a 
single horn growing from his 
head—which ended with the an- 
imal's accidental death. There 
was a merry sequence with 
nets running around wildly try- 
ing to capture scurrying arctic 
hares. 


The film work was excellent. 


Best of all there was no lectur- 
ing on conservation. With all 
the editorializing in the past 
couple of seasons by nature 
programs, the public must be 
aware of endangered species. 
"Journey to the High Arctic" 
didn't nag, since conservation 
was implicit throughout, and 
was the better for it.

The most frequent criticism 


of newspapers, he said, seems 
to be that the press has forsa- 
ken objectivity, "that public 
confidence is being eroded by a 
wave 
of activism 
sweeping 


through our newsrooms." 


Noyes disagreed but said he 


did find newspapers guilty of. 
being "lazy and superficial in 
much of our reporting." 


He asked why newspapers, 


including his own, "had to wait 
for a graduate student writing 
in the New Yorker magazine" 
to explode the myth that 28 
Black Panthers had been mur- 
dered by the police. 


The ASNE Freedom of Infor- 


mation Committee urged the 
society to support a "national 
shield law" to protect the 
anonymity of news sources. 


"The 
weapon

against press freedom this 
was the subpoena," the com- 
mittee said. "Its use reached 
epidemic proportions." 


The committee criticized De- 


fense Department secrecy on

TV Pentagon 
Show Sets 
Off Dispute

NEW YORK (AP) - The 


CBS News documentary "The 
Selling of the Pentagon," has 
set off a dispute involving three 
networks, Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew, influential congress- 
men, 
at least one major news- 


paper—and now a congression- 
al inquiry. 


The House Interstate 
and 


Foreign Commerce Committee 
subpoenaed the network to turn 
over "all film, workprints, out- 
takes, sound tape recordings, 
written scripts 
and-or 
tran- 


scripts," including those which 
were not televised. 


Dr. Frank Stanton, president 


of CBS, said the network would 
provide only material actually 
broadcast, adding that the de- 
mand 
"raised 
an 
unprece- 


dented issue in the history of 
the relationship between the 
federal government and the 
press in this nation." 


Both NBC and ABC issued 


statements Tuesday supporting 
CBS. 
NBC President 
Julian 


Goodman said the documentary 
was "a legitimate journalistic 
inquiry" and called the sub- 
poena an "invasion of a basic, 
journalistic right." 


Elmer W. Lower, president of 


ABC News, said he opposed the 
subpoena, adding, "To adopt 
any other position would drasti- 
cally handicap the effectiveness 
and integrity of any news orga- 
nization." 


The subpoena was issued by 


Rep. Harley 0. Staggers, D- 
W.Va., chairman of the com- 
mittee and its special subcom- 
mittee on investigations. Both 
Staggers and Rep. F. Edward 
Hebert, D-La., chairman of the 
House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, had filed 
complaints 


with 
the 
Federal 
Commu- 


nications Commission. 


If CBS continues to refuse 


providing the material and if 
the House of Representatives 
should vote a contempt citation, 
it could result in a major court 
test of broadcast 
journalism's 


freedom. 


The controversy at first was 


between CBS and Agnew, He- 
bert and 
Defense Secretary 


Melvin R. Laird. But it has 
continued to spread to include 
others, among them the Wash- 
ington Post. 


The dispute could spread to 


other areas. Hebert complained 
to the Federal Communications 
Commission that CBS used film 
edited in a manner to discredit 
the military's public relations 
effort. Staggers also filed a 
complaint with the FCC and 
said he is considering a hearing 
by his special subcommittee on 
investigations. 


CBS said in the program, 


aired first on Feb. 23 and again 
on March 23, that the military 
establishment was spending at 
least $30 million and possibly 
as much as $190 million on pub- 
lic relations.

Airpower May 
Concentrate 
in Thailand

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pen- 


tagon sources say U.S. air- 
power in Southeast Asia prob- 
aly will be concentrated mainly 
in Thailand by the summer of 
next year. 


That will be about the time 


the United States is scheduled 
to end direct military support 
of South Vietnamese forces in- 
side their borders. 


By 
maintaining 
significant 


elements of airpower in Thai- 
land and afloat in the South 
China Sea, the United States 
will be in position to continue 
hitting enemy supply trails in 
Laos and Cambodia even after 
U.S. troops in South Vietnam 
have been cut to a relatively 
small advisory force. 


Also, 
American 
airpower 


based in Thailand and else- 
where in Asia will be available 
as a shield for American allies 
in that area. 


Secretary of Defense Melvin 


R. Laird said Tuesday he ex- 
pects 
the 
United States to 


maintain an air and naval pres- 
ence in Asia under the long- 
range 
Nixon 
doctrine 
after 


American ground troops are 
gone from South Vietnam. 


That doctrine 
contemplates 


that allies will use their ground 
forces to defend their security 
while the United States backs 
them up with air-and seapower 
plus increased aid in money 
and arms. 


Withdrawal of U.S. airpower 


from Vietnam has been slower 
than the cutback of American 
ground troops. This is because 
the administration's 
Vietnam- 


ization program calls first for 
replacing 
U.S. infantrymen 


with South Vietnamese soldiers 
in combat while development of 
the Vietnamese air force moves 
ahead at a slower pace. 


But seven U.S. Air Force 


fighter bomber squadrons are 
due to leave starting this sum- 
mer. By the following summer 
the United States will have only 
a few squadrons of strike plan- 
es and gunships in South Viet- 
nam. 


According to current plans, 


the United States will retain 
about a dozen squadrons of at- 
ta"k planes and gunships in 
Thailand into the summer of 
1972 and probably beyond. 


In addition, the Air Force 


will continue to base B52s in 
Thailand, although the force of 
giant bombers will be cut from 
the present 50 to about 28 by 
next spring. 


The two Navy aircraft car- 


riers 
stationed 
off Vietnam 


probably will be reduced to a 
single vessel carrying about 50 
attack aircraft. 


The other two carriers in the 


7th Fleet will then be available 
for duty elsewhere in Far East- 
ern waters. 


The United States also has 


fighter bombers based at Clark 
Air Force Base in the Philip- 
pines and is in the process of 
moving two fighter wings from 
Japan to Okinawa.

Thinks China 
Opening to 
World Outside

OTTAWA (AP) — Ralph Ed- 


gar Collins, Canada's first am- 
bassador to Communist China, 
believes the country is opening 
up to the outside world, and he 
expects a lot of Canadian vis- 
itors in Peking. 


The 
son 
of an 
American 


YMCA worker and a Canadian 
mother, Collins was born in 
Kunming and spent the first 12 
of his 56 years there and in 
Peking. 


He told newsmen after an- 


nouncement of his appointment 
Tuesday he is looking forward 
to returning to the country of 
his birth. "I think everyone 
brought up in China 
suffers 


from a sense of nostalgia when 
he is away from there for a 
long time," he added. 


He was returned to Cliina 


only once, in 1943-45 as third 
and second secretary at the Ca- 
nadian legation-embassy in the 
wartime capital, Chungking. 


A smallish, wiry man with an 


intense manner 
and a wry 


sense of humor, Collins said his 
main job will be helping to get 
relations between China and 
Canada launched on the right 
course. 


Specific objectives, he said, 


will be for the government to 
set. However, he predicted that 
more Canadian tourists will be 
going to Cuba, and student ex- 
changes are "in the cards." 


Several 
visas 
have 
been 


granted 
Canadian 
newsmen 


since the two governments es- 
tablished diplomatic 
relations 


last October, and Chinese news- 
men are welcome to come to 
Canada, the new ambassador 
said. 


"I expect to have a great 


many visitors to Peking," he 
added. 


Collins said he has learned 


Chinese several times in his 
life, and is "trying a bit of a 
review," of the language. But 
he doesn't expect to get down 
to serious relearning until he 
gets to Peking around the end 
of May. 


He was asked whether he 


was practicing table tennis, an 
allusion to the current visits of 
some 
Western 
table 
tennis 


teams to Peking. 


"I'm going to be sharpening 


my game," he replied with a 
brief grin. "I used to play ... I 
just haven't got around to it for 
some time, except for the odd 
occasion." 


Collins studied at the Univer- 


sity of Alberta, the Zimmern 
School of International Studies 
in Geneva, Harvard, the Uni- 
versity of California and Ox- 
ford. During 30 years in the Ca- 
nadian foreign service he has 
served in Washington, London, 
Moscow and South Africa in ad- 
dition to Chungking.

eral Deposit Insurance Corpo- 
ration, the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board, the Bureau of 
Federal Credit Unions, the Con- 
troller of the Currency, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
and 
the 
Civil 
Aeronautics 


Board. 


"I just couldn't believe so 


many people had their fingers 
in it," she said. "It creates a 
bureaucratic mare's nest. I'm 
not saying this one is. But the 
potential is there." 


Mrs. Knauer bumped into the 


Truth in Lending maze set up 
by passage of the 1908 law after 
her office conducted a two-year 
survey to find all the consumer 
programs in the federal govern- 
ment. Overlapping and dupli- 
cation make it impossible to de- 
termine the exact number of 
programs around, but the total 
has been estimated to be at 
least 300.

It's 
enforcement is divided between 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration and the Commerce De- 
partment.

One reason for the growth of 


estate pl-'nning is the growth of 
estates. Nowadays even the ordi- 
nary citizen is likely to have an 
estate of substance. It may well 
include not only a home and a 
savings account but also personal 
life insurance, group insurance, 
stocks, 
pension 
plan 
benefits, 


profit-sharing options, and social 
security rights. 


reason is that estate 


planning has become far more so- 
phisticated. Its techniques have 
gone well beyond the traditional 
"testamentary trust" for a rich old 
lady and "spendthrift trust" for a 
rich young man. 


Unfortunately, there are pit- 


falls 
aplenty 
for 
the amateur 


planner. For example: many peo- 
ple think avoiding probate is the 
same as avoiding taxes. Hut the 
federal estate tax is based on the 
entire estate, whether it passes 
through probate or not. 


Likewise, many people think 


life insurance is not taxable. But 
life insurance proceeds are in- 
cluded in determining a person's 
gross estate for federal estate tax 
purposes unless he has retained 
none of the incidents of owner- 
ship of that policy. 


True, it may be sensible in cer- 


tain circumstances to avoid pro- 
bale. And it may be possible in 
certain circumstances to tfvoid 
taxes on life insurance. But clearly 
this is u field in which the lay- 
man needs expert help. 


Much information is available 


from trust departments, accoun- 
tants, insurance men, and invest- 
ment counselors. The ultimate ad- 
viser, however, should usually be 
an attorney, since he alone is fully 
qualified to give the personal legal 
guidance a program should have. 


Some people shrink from the 


thought of estate planning. But, 
like it or not, some plan is going 
to govern the care and distribu- 
tion of your possessions. The plan 
could be yours, if you make one. 
If you don't, slate and federal 
laws—oblivious of your wishes— 
will do it for you.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - If 


you want to buy a car that is 
capable 
of traveling 622.407 


miles per hour, there's one 
available for $250,000. 


The Blue Flame rocket racer, 


which hit that speed on the 
Bonneville Salt Flats in western 
Utah last Oct. 23 in setting a 
new land speed mark, was put 
up for sale Tuesday by the In- 
stitute of Gas Technology in 
Chicago. 


The sleek blue car, which 


was en route Tuesday to Chi- 
cago from an auto show in New 
York, burns liquified natural 
gas. 


It only has 213 miles on the 


speedometer. 


A spokesman for IGT in Chi- 


cago said the company wants 
to devote its efforts and fi- 
nances toward finding new sup- 
plies of natural gas, and could 
use the money from the sale. 


"We gained a good deal of pub- 


licity from the Blue Flame," the 
spokesman said. . ."It's highly 
improbable that the Blue Flame 
will run this summer. There just 
isn't as much enthusiasm in the 
industry for the speed project."

Fund's assets were $59,074 and 
the Badger Fund's $55,064, the 
latter representing a gain of 
10.1 per cent over the $48,000 
received on Nov. 30.
